The sudden departure from Praha 


of Konrad Henlein caused suspen- 
sion of his negotiations with Pre- 
mier Milan Hodza on the dangerous 
issues between his Sudeten German 
party and the Czechoslovak govern- 
ment. 


Want Troops Withdrawn 


This coincided with reports the 


Sudeten Germans were demanding 
withdrawal of Czechoslovak troops 
mobilized over the weekend in the 
Sudeten districts as a condition to 
continuation of peace talks—a condi- 
tion Praha 
officials indicated 
it 


would be difficult to meet. 


The official explanation empha- 


sized that Henlein had gone to Asch 
on private business and that con- 
versations would be resumed later, 
but private reports said there had 
been a break 
over the basis for 


starting the discussions. 


These reports said the Sudeten 


Germans had demanded the "uncon- 
stitutional situation in the Sudeten 
borderland" be terminated—in oth- 
er words that Czechoslovak troops 
be withdrawn from Sudeten areas 
before serious negotiations were be- 
gun to settle their differences over 
self government. 


Arrangements Canceled 


Premier Milan Hodza and Hen- 


lein talked for more than two hours 
last night, and were to have met 
again today with two Sudeten Ger- 
man members of parliament. 


At 10 a. m., however, the arrange- 


ments were called oft and Henlein 
departed. 


Last night's talks between Hodza 


and Henlein were said to have been 
"encouraging" although of purely 
an informatory character. 


Official quarters in Praha were 


frankly dubious about the chances 
of meeting any sweeping demands 
on troop withdrawals.

DOCTRINE 


Because of the brush between Mexico 


and Britain the Monroe Doctrine, now a 
sadly bedraggled bird, is suddenly thrown 
into the glare of the klieg lights on a 
stage with many cracked boards. 


The Monroe Doctrine was 
not an- 


nounced for the mere purpose of pre- 
venting predatory European attacks on the 
Americas. It was announced by a sage 
statesman to prevent such attacks but 
to forestall as well a build-up of European 
dynasties in the Western Hemisphere even 
with the consent of any of the lands to 
the south of us. President Monroe clear- 
ly realized that a European foothold could 
be gained as easily with gold as with guns. 
There is nothing wild in the statement 
that central American governments are 
for sale today and perhaps several in 
South America. 


Sorrowfully must it be recorded that 


present day American statesmen have nei- 
ther the mental acumen nor statesman- 
like foresight and understanding of men 
and affairs that characterized the piloting 
of this good ship 115 years ago. 
Now 


we are full of .delightful phrases, charm- 
ing and all that you know, but we give 
little attention to the terms of the bond. 
Such undignified work is merely for scriv- 
eners. We are satisfied with terms like 
Neighborly Policy even if the 
precise 


words used in the treaties with the lands 
to the south of us prevent us from hold- 
ing off a European invasion secured by 
gold. 


To quote President Monroe in his fam- 


ous message to congress in 1823 is to say 
in his own language to the rest of the 
world that "the American continents . . . 
are henceforth not to be considered as sub- 
jects of future colonization of any Euro- 
pean power," but that famous resident of 
the White House left nothing in his 
message to ambiguity or uncertainty. He 
said to every dynasty in Europe: 


"We owe it to candor to declare that 


we should consider any attempt on 
their part to extend their system to 
any portion of this hemisphere as dan- 
gerous to our peace and safety. It is 
impossible that the allied 
powers 


should extend their political system 
to any portion of either continent with- 
out endangering our peace and happi- 
ness." 
In the diplomatic world that language 


is a warning that America will use force 
to prevent any encroachment in this hemi- 
sphere of those systems of government 
directed from European capitals that are 
destructive of everything democratic. 


The far-reaching beauty of the Monroe 


Doctrine was that no one misunderstood it. 
On many occasions during the intervening 
generations European adventurers have 
looked with hungry eyes upon the west- 
ern world, read the Monroe Doctrine, and 
considered it wise to look elsewhere. The 
effort by France and Austria to make 
Maximilian emperor of Mexico during our 
Civil war collapsed as soon as that war 
ended and our army of veterans looked 
Mexicoward with set faces. 


In relation to the Mexico-Britain dis- 


pute there is no immediate danger. Brit- 
ain covets nothing in Mexico excepting 
what belongs to her people. She would 
be happy to hold the colonies she has 
without securing more. And since Mex- 
ico is hostile to her the breach in the 
Monroe Doctrine made by the Neighborly 
policy does not become effective. 


The American people should 
realize 


however that the Monroe Doctrine, due to 
swiftness cf transportation, now 
more 


valuable to us than ever before, is in dan- 
ger of beir.g ycra^ped because there is 
conceded to many irresponsible govern- 
ments the right to sell 
themselves to 


Rome, Bcrhn, Tok\o 01 Moscow. 
And 


rulers of Latin American countries have 
been known heretofore on quite a num- 
ber of occasions to trade themselves and 
their countries for European castles and 
bank account at Monte Carlo.

TEETH IN THE 'TEENS 


From investigations carried out 


over a long period among repre- 
sentative sections 
of the 
whole 


population the Medical 
Research 


Council in England 
has recently 


reported that the need for vitamin 
D is greater during the early 'teens 
than it is during infancy. 


From the age of 10'years up to 


the age of 18 years the calcium 
requirement is greater than at any 
other time of life. The vitamin D 
requirement of course varies with 
the calcium requirement, for vita- 
min D is essential for the absorp- 
tion of calcium from thte alimen- 
tary tract and for its utilization 
and retention in the body— in the 
bones, teeth, muscles, nerves, blood, 
glands, every tissue of the body. 


It will take five to ten years for 


this important new knowledge to 
be disseminated even among the 
best physicians and specialists. It 
generally takes that long for the 
rank and file of the medical pro- 
fession to assimilate and apply new 
knowledge. 


Even now there is an odd fallacy 


prevalent among American podia- 
trists (originally baby specialists, 
today child specialists who regard 
a patient as a child until he begins 
to think of getting married) that 
vitamin D from fish oil of some 
kind is better than synthetic vita- 
min D produced by irradiating er- 
gosterol in yeast with ultraviolet 
light. They acquired this peculiar 
notion as doctors get so many of 
their queer theories, from wrong 
inference. A mother administered 
to her baby massive doses of vita- 
min D daily, by misunderstanding 
—she gave the baby teaspoonful 
doses of viosterol daily, probably 
thinking it is of the same vitamin 
D strength as cod liver oil. Each 
drop of viosterol. however, con- 
tains nearly as much vitamin D as 
a teaspoon of cod liver oil, and 
so the usual daily dose of viosterol 
administered to an infant to pre- 
vent rickets is five to ten drops. 
After some months of such large 
doses of viosterol the infant died. 
Autopsy revealed that there had 
been excessive deposits of calcium

Indeed, 
heretofore all loans to municipali- 
ties which have created so much 
friction and litigation have been an 
exercise by the PWA of broad pow- 
ers to lend money to cities and 
states. Congress never undertook to 
earmark the funds or to specify 
that the money could or could not 
be used in relation to competition 
with private businesses. The consti- 
tutional right of the federal gov- 
ernment to make such loans has 
been upheld. State socialism could 
probably be accomplished by con- 
formity to constitutional require- 
ments, but the wisdom of the state 
engaging in business or 
lending 


money to its subdivisions for such 
purposes is something on which the 
people's representatives will short- 
ly be able to vote "aye" or "nay." 


If money is to be collected from 


the taxpayers from one end of the 


United States to the other and then 
loaned to municipal governments 
and other political agencies to be 
used in competition with the pri- 
vate businesses of the citizen, elec- 
tric utilities may be firrt to feel thi 
competition, but the same principle 
permits the government to enter 
the food business and its retail out- 
lets, the department store business, 
and any other line of endeavor in 
which necessities of life may be 
sold. 


There have been a small number 


of cities in the business of produc- 
ing and distributing electric light,

It is not necessary to 
cut deeply into the ground to get 
them. They give better results 
when they are only an inch thick 
than when they are twice as thick.
